In Dum- 
bartonshire the shootung on the vari- 
ous moors has been very variable. In 
afew instances good bags have been 
made on threo or four of the shooting 
ranges; but aaarule sportemen have 
not mét with that amount of success 
which they anticipated previous to 
. the opening day. This is no way 
owing to the scarcity of birds, for 
they are reported to be plentiful, but 
unusually wild, and the wet and un- 
setildd state of the weather has mate- 
rially interfered with that success 
Which was expected if the weather 
had been more favourable. Partridge 
shooting commenced — yesterday 
morning, and the numerous shooting 
Parties out succeeded in several in- 
stances, we are informed, in bagging 
vpwards of 20 brace to each gun, 
The coveys are numerous and the 
birds strong, and the weather was 
most favourable yesterday for shoot- 
ing purposes.— Edinburgh Courant.

The ninetieth St. Leger is run off on Wednesday next; and by 
rary people it is conjectured that a great surprise is in store for us, 
They consider Gladiatenr a much over-rated animal, and that he 
will meet his match on the Doncaster moor, not only in the 
“Sellinger” but in the Cup race ; and that for the former event 
some rank outsider will bowl over all the cracks. No doubt every 
exertion will be made to overthrow the Gaul, but it is very certain 
that the-yarious reports which were in circulation about him last 
woek had no foundation in fact, for he was merely eased in his work 
for a day or so, and ‘is now as fit as any animal in the world. We 
have applied all the influence and energy at our command to ascer- 
tain what the actual composition of the Leger field may be ; but we 
cannot ascertain that more than ten or a dozen will go to the post, 
for Attache! and Zambezi were settled at Derby last week, and 
Audax at Exeter; whilst Broomiclaw is admitted to be 101b inferior 
to, Breadalbane, consequently hopeless, and Brown Dayrell will be: 
the second string of Findon instead. We do not think now that 
either Brahma or The Joker will be sent, though both are well sand 
we are doubtful whether Kangaroo ia sufficiently recovered to be 
enabled to take part in the fray, We hear, too, that Oppressor is 
short of work, and St. Fagans merely walking.

On the dam's side, Arial has attraction, for 
uis half-brother ‘The Wizard won the Two Thousand and was second 
in tbe Derby, and his grandsire, ‘Tle Cure, ran up for the Leger in 
Mauzh-aBallagh’s year. Still, Ariel is not néar so fast as The 
Vizard, butwith age he may make a good useful animal. Should 
‘om Ashinall be unable to get to Klurinska’s weight he may have 
the mount on Ariel, 

BReaDALBane, by Stockwell out of Blink Bonny, is exceedingly 
quiet in the market, for Mr, Chaplin has evidently found out that he 
is not near so good as he thought him to be, and we question very 
inuch whether he is a stayer, for he pulled up exceedingly tired at 
Go-dwood, wheee he had only the roaring Jack o Lantern to beat 
inf a couple of bad uns beside, ~ We never attached much impor- 
tarice to his Ascot success, aa he was in receipt of several pounds 
from a moderate lot of animals, 

Brown Darren, by Wild Dayrell, out of Postulans, was amiss 
all lust season asd could vot be trained, We saw him at Ceorge 
Vates’s last back end, when he struck us as being a big, loose 
made horse, of no quality whatever, He is “dark” to the public ; 
and we question whether he will hurt anyone elso for the Leger than 
his unforiunate backers.

Curismaas Caron, by Rataplan, out of Mistletoe, notwithstanding 
that he managed to get second for the Derby, will not go down with 
the speculative community, | for they faney not only did he get a 
place in Survey by a mere ‘ fluke,” but that he cannot be got fit 
by Wednesday next. We can, however, inform our readers that 
we know he was highly tried with Sandal aud Moulsey in the Bath 
week, and his stable backed him for a heap of money to win the 
Blue Riband. For the Derby he ran a good, honest horse, and if 
he wins his trial this week he is sure to be forward in the Leger 
tussle, He was so gross at Wolverhampton that we were not sur- 
prised to see him in the rear of Attache, especially as the Stanton 
people knew they were going to disqualify the latter! We are 
afraid want of condition will be his bugbear in Yorkshire. 

THe Duke, by Stockwell, out of Bay Celia, by Orlando, has not 
been geen out since last autumn, when he had some difliculty in 
beating ‘he Lion, Irritation, and Brown Bread on the Knivesmice. 
Just prior to the Derby he was seized with influenza, which com- 
pletely prostrated him, and he had a somewhat prolonged illness, 
which we are afraid has materially «ffected his preparation 
for the Leger, We have not seen the horse since last 
January, but our Danebury correspondent says he is much 
improved in looks latterly, having filled out. Our informant, too, 
has all along considered that he has not done sufficient work 
for Doncaster, and is deficient in staying powers, though looking 
remarkably well in his coat. Ackworth has been his school- 
master, and on Saturday John Day tried him a mile and three- 
quarters, in the presence of the Duke of Beaufort and the Marquis 
of Hastings, and they were dumbfounded-to see him beaten easily, 
Of course, the news spread like wildfire, and The Duke was 
peppered everywhere. His noble owner not only considered there 
was some mistake in the trial, but backed the horse to £259 more 
at Warwick, after Ackworth won the Queen’s Guineas,” and we 
hear that The Duke is to be put through another ordeal with Ely, 
We cannot, however, believe in George Fordham landing him 
for the Leger, as he comes of a particularly soft family, and his 
long illness could not have improved his otherwise delicate con- 
stitution, 

Kripay, by Defiance, out of Constance, by Epirus, is entitled to 
a fair amount of respect, from the circumstance of his having 
beaten Sydmonton at Bath, and Ackworth at Salisbury. Both 
those animala have shown good form this season, especially Syd- 
monton; and, through the latter, Friday ought to be viewed as 
a fair Leger candidate. He is bound to stay every inch of the 
“eourse ; and if the ground be heavy, as if was last year, but of 
which’ there is little prospect, judging from present indications, he 
will like it all the better, and it will be more in his favour. He 
was, however, 80 outpaced in the Derby that we cannot con- 
scientiously recommend him to win; but our readers may rely upon 
it that if anything happens to the cracks he will be there or 
thereabouts. 

Guapiarsur, by Monarque, out of Miss Gladiator, met with con- 
siderable oppovition in the market last week; but it is quite evident 
that the simplicity of John Ball had heen apecially operated upon

in the market, for it is no secret that a great deal of money was got 
out of both at Goodwood, but particularly Gladiateur, whom the 
Gallic diplomatist ought to have struck out at the same time as Fille 
de l’Air, for the withdrawal of the latter siugly left nothing else to 
be inferred by the public than that Gladiateur would ran Count 
Lagrange 1s generally represented to bet but little, and such being 
the case he would consult his own honour and dignity by putting is 
oub of the power of others to abuse the confidence he evidently 
reposes in them, for no party would have taken the liberty with sach

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BREEDING OF THE HORSES IN THE 
ST. LEGER,

A few weeka ago I contributed an articla to these pages on the 
breeding of some of the Stockwells, and in that article I furnished a 
tabalated pedigree of Regalia, and made some. explanatory comments 
on the suecess of Stockwell as a sire in general, and on. his union with 
the Touchstone mares in particular, but my. business now is with 
the chance the progeny of Stockwell possess in carrying off the Bt. 
Leger, and as. [am only concerned with the breeding—my own 
expevial province—of the progeny of Stockwell, I. must not trespass 
on the domain upon which several prophets—far more successful than 
{ pretend te be-—sport with more or less success, and indicate the 
actual winner.. L-am only permitted to point out. the colt or fill 
which, on breeding proudest think ought to bear the palm of all 
Btockwell’s get. ‘Chis is satisfactory, because it is an. easy process. 
{ indicated pretty clearly in my firat article that I thought Regalia 
was a long way the best on breeding grounds, 1 have nothing to do 
with training or health, and, therefore, limiting myself to breeding 
now as then, I proclaim Regalia to be the best, barring Breadalbane, 
who I expect won't run. I have to find another string to the bow, tor 
it is not admissible that the ‘' Emperor of Stalliona” should have but 
one representative to do battle for him in one of the grand encounters 
of the year, The Duke therefore claims a passing notice, 

My readers will remember what I said about the success attending 
Stockwell’s amours, that be was only successful with Touchstone 
mares, ox thove descended from still better blood. The Duke's dam 
is a granddaughter of Touchstone. Here is the Duke's maternal 
ancestry i 
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As Tam not permitted to say anything about the condition or training 
of the horses which | pass in review, I can only remark that as John 
Day's geese aro proverbially swana, it may be so with The Duke; 
and that all the trumpeting with which his’ rénewal of condition hag 
been proclaimed may only be the herald of disaster and defeat. But 
if hie be all that he is eaid to be, of which L believe very little, not only 
will, all the rest, but even Gladiateur himself be compelled to “ sing 
small.” lhe Duke is well bred enough to win—i, e, he is as well bred as 
‘Che Marguis, who did win. Further, I cannot gay, and would prefer 
not to go into the matter of training, backing, hedging, and tho other 
devilry which seems inseparably associated with the Danebury favour- 
ites, 

KLAR NSKA ia a mare curiously bred, and if any real bad bred one were 
to win an important race, I could wish that she should do so, because 
she would illustrate a. theory in breeding which | was the first to 
promulgate, and which is with me an especial “hohby,”” 1 have 
always contended that. if a horse (or mare) be descended in the tail 
male line from tha Waxy blood—i.e, that if the top line of all of his 
encestral pedigree table go direct upto Waxy, it ia of the first and last 
impoertones that the bottom strain alao be composed of stout blood, 
Waxy blood, or some “stonter stuff;” and that if, unhappily, any of 
the Blacklock poison should intervene, it is of still greater invport- 
ance that we have as much stout blood as possible below. the 
‘beloved Blacklock” strain. In Klarinska’s case there are, as will be 
observed, two straing of Blacklock blood, but fortunately for her stay- 
ing powers there is @ strain of Waxy blood below the Blacklock, and 
also # strain of blood, which, when coming in the female line, I 
esteem eyen higher than the Waxy blood—viz,, The Pipator. It 
will be perceived that Vioissitude, a daughter of Pipator, occurs 
at the very bottom of all of the tabulated pedigree, This is exactly 
tho position in which I like to see the stout blood, and contrariwise

ness of its possesior, There is an unusual quantity of wishy-washy 
stuff entering into the composition of Karinska, and her pedigree is 
only redeemed from utter contempt by the richness of her maternal 
great grandam’s ancestry. Maid of Lune ia own sister ta Emma, 
the dam of Cotherstone, andgrandam of West Australian and of Maria, 
dam of Theon, Muolid, and Equation, sister also of Ada Mary's dam, 
the dam of Adamag, Maid of Lune’a dam ia tho colebrated Gibside 
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Fairy, who was out of Vicissitude by Pipator: there is not and ean- 
not be any botter blood in the world than this union of Waxy and 
Pipator blood ; it is only to be regretted that so much of the Blacklock 
—‘' beloved” or ‘accursed ”’—which all depends upon the aspect from 
which I behold it, whether derisively or repugnantly, is intermixed 
with it. If Wiasma could have been by any other horse than Hetman 
Platoff, and if her dam could have been by any other horse than Ve- 
locipede, I should have looked upon Klaringska with much more favour 
than I can do under existing circumstances. But there is ancther one 
in'the hunt whose ancestry will bear comparison with that of the best 
I could discover or construct, and’that is Gladiateur.

This popular theatre opeued for ihe season on Monday last, after a 
brief recess, for the purpose of cleansing and * touching up" the 
decorations, The attraction offered the patrons of the house was q 
vew drama by Mr. Boucioault, entitled Rip Van Winkle,” in which 
Mr, Josep Jefferson, an American actor of repute, made his first 
appearance as the good-natured sot who takes the long sleep of twenty 
yoars, here is no particular attraction about Irving's tale to tempt 
the dramatist, but the character of Rip Van Winkle certainly has 
great charms for the actor, and we are by no means surprised that a 
true artist should prefer relying upon his own unaided genius for 
achieving success, rather than depend upon the many artificial aida 
of that cluss of drama which, rightly or wrongly, we have grown to 
call “sensational.” Presuming that most play-goers are acquainted 
with the story of Rip Van Winkle, we need not pause to give it in 
detail. Mr, Boucicault has merely taken the leading theme of the 
tale for his present task; but for the sake of throwing something like 
dramatio effect into his work, has added many incidents which, though 
foreign to the novel, mould themselves in with it so artistically as to 
make one wish that they could be found in the story of “ Rip Van 
Winkle” in its original form, The curtain rises in the Valley of Fall- 
ing Waters, where Rip’s wife is discovered slaving at the wash-tub. 
{n an interview with Derrick she places “ the situation” vividly before 
us, Derrick has advanced sums of money to Van Winkle o) certain 
deeds, which are presumed to be conveyances, but which in reality are 
mortgages oply. Van Winkle has squandered all his substance, and is 
now indebted to his wife for the roof over his head, but he aevor carges vo 
be good Larsoured and settles down into a life of indolence and amiable 
sottishness, Hi wifs ig the horret of is life, and he ia to her an im- 
pediment and a cause of continuous anger, but she has a deop seated 
«ffection for him, and this is proved by her scornful rejection of tha 
offer of Derrick ‘to get rid of Van and take up with him.” Tothe horroy 
of Derrick, he discovers that his mortgages on Van's property are com- 
paratively valueless, and that unless an immediate assignment of the 
whole can be procured Derrick’s position will be far from an enviable 
one. He thereupon sets about cajoling the spendthrift into signing the 
all-important deed, but Van is alive to his trickery, and, being uvable 
io read, he gets a little boy to peruse the document, which, on account 
of bis ignorance, he is trusted with, The plot of Derrick is laid bare 
and Van determines to give up drink and keep hia head clear for the 
purpose of frustradng the machinations cf his ounning foe. Fun 
however, breaks out, and Van is immediately plunged into a vortex of 
wild gaiety and excitement from which he is rescued by the unexpected 
presence of his termagant wife. Things grow despérate between the 
iniserable pair, andthe first act ends with the casting forth of Van by hia 
pitiless wife. Act 11. is very brief, and consisis merely of the wander- 
ug Of Van Winkle on the mountains and his meeting With the ghostly 
crew who tempt him to drink the potion which seuds him to s'eep for 
twenty years, The third act opens where the last closed, and we find 
Van Winkle awakening from his long slumber. He is now old and 
decrepid, and has no conception of the cause, Thinking only 
that ho has slumbered a night in the mountains he asta off to his home, 
but on all sides strange scenes and faces greet him. The villigers 
hoot atand pelt him. He is called mad, and is about to be driven trem 
his native village, when he is rescued by a good-heatted young sailor, 
who returns just in time to save him from the fary of the boorish 
Villagers, He discovers that his wife has married Derrick, who has re- 
duced her to the abject position of a crushed domestic slave, and finds 
that his lands have prospored, and that Derrick is the lord of all. Poor 
old Van Winkle is at length recognised by his daugliter, and things eud 
pleasantly, There is, we repeat, little in this to make a telling play, 
but the character of Rip is capablo of sustaining more uvlikely material, 
aud the curtain fell upon a great success. Of the activg of Air, Jetfor- 
con it is difflealt to speak in terma which will adequately couvey a 
tithe of appreciation of his astounding ability. He is the 
most original actor we ever saw, and his impersonation of 
Rip Van Winkle is one of the grandest creations of modern 
times, Nothing could be more complete, more aTileiic, or more natural. 
The firet act was a groat treat in itself, Tho dry humour of the hen- 
pecked husband, the wild revelry of the elated drinker, the sly deceit 
with which he seeks to blind Gretchen, and hig leart-reuding sobs 
when she drives him from her door, could not be excelled by any 
living actor. The effect on the audience was electrical, and’ once 
during the progress of the act and again atits close, Mr. Jefferson 
was ivcalled to receive the hearty plaudits of the house. In 
the second act hig interview with the spirits was aguperb picco of 
droll iright. and kept the audience convulsed with laughter—no slight 
task, considering that no Other soul speaks a syllable through. 
out the two scenes. But itis ia tho final scenes that Mr. Jefler- 
son creates the profoundest impression.

horsetlesh—-is more celebrated for its trout and 
grayling streams than any other county, and to 
particularise one or two, | will first mention the 
river Ure, and, again to narrow the limit, will 
fix upon that portion of it which flows near 
Masham, a market. town about twenty miles 
from Richmond, as being, perhaps, the most 
conspicuous spot for a fisherman to wet his line 
in all Yorkshire. About a mile from Masham is 
situated the beautiful. and romantic. edifice, 
formerly the seat of .the late Admiral. Ifar- 
court, a name familiar to all sportsmen, and 
associated with Ellington, the winner’ of the 
Derby, and Vildermire, who ran a dead heat 
with Governess for the Oaks. Swiuton Castle, 
for such is the name of the maguificent structure, 
is embedded in a splendidly wooded park well 
stocked with deer, and embellished with a lake 
whereon aquatic birds of choice plumage. and 
rare breed play at ‘ ducks and drakes” in yn- 
disturbed enjoyment. Wandering with tortuoyg 
course through the estate is a stream denominated 
the Burn, a tributary of the river Ure, and this 
is par excellence » most favoured spot for trout 
and grayling. 

Yorkshiremen have, as a class, a great horror 
of boitom fishing, although I think that thoy 
might descend from the altitude of their conceit 
occasionally, to perform upon the grayling’ as 
we southern fishermen would, especially’ when 
he is in most perfect coadition when fly-fishing 
is entirely disposed of ; yet it is morely paying 
them just homage to say that they aro most kill- 
jog hands with the fly, and seem to judge intui- 
tively the most favourable spots to drop upon 
the enemy in the streams which intersect their 
romantic and most beautiful county. A glance 
at the sky and the direction of the wind will 
enable them to lit upon the fly proper for the 
occasion, frequently securing them when yery 
shy by allowing the maggot to drop from a stone 
or overhanging bank in a perfectiy natural man- 
ner.

The third annual match for the silver challenge. cup offered to the 
winner of this trophy during three consecutive seasons, came off on 
the ocean opposite the town, from the Chain Pier (east) to the weatern 
esplanade, bottom of Oriental-place (west),on Thursday afternoon, and 
the weather being most delightful, some thousands of spectators lined 
the cliffs, and throngs of the soft sex in every available position 
watched the race with intense interest, and greatly applauded the 
manly exercises of their sterner companions in the foam-crested 
waves. In the autumn of 1863, the Brighton Swimming Club 
Challenge Cup was won by Mr. Frederick Cavill, of the King’s-road, 
and the same aquatic aspirant carried off the trophy in the fall of the 
following year.
